Even advocates of innovative po- 
lice tactics say they can have only a 
limited effect on homicide.

Q Bar debacle shows need 
to lise qualified appraisers 


Bush picks bad time to hud recession 


ll’you needed your appendix taken 
out. you wouldn’t have your 
aceoimtani do the job - no matter how 

- _i;ood-an.accountanl.hc-was.— ^ — ' 

And if yoii heeded your house 
rewired, you wouldn’t call a 
chiropractor - even if she was the best 
chiropractor in town. 

So why. when a. group. of Magic 
Valley counties bought the old Q Bar 
building to use as a juvenile jail,*- did 
they have the property appraised by a 
heating contractor, a pump dealer and 
a retail clothier? 

Under .an archaic Idaho law, 
counties may buy real estate after 
obtaining an appraisal signed by. three 

- -_i:disintcrcstcd--citizchs-of-thc-county,^ 

That system is badly obsolete in this 
age of professional real estate 
appraisers, and to our knowledge it 
isn't used much. - 

Rut. thi» rrmnly nTfirinlc \V hn_hnvg 

presided over the disastrous search for 
a juvenile center site chose to rely on 
it. .As a result, they paid SI 19,000 for 
a building that probably is worth 
considerably less. 

Now that the Twin Falls City 
Council has ruled the building canT 
be- used to house juvenile offenders, 
the counties must unload it to get 
back the money they'll need for a new 
situ. , 

That may be hard to do. Even 
thougli the market for commercial 
property has been fairly brisk in.,Xwin 


Falls, the Q Bar languished on the 
market before the counties bought it. 
Could it be that the asking price was 

-too high? ^ ■ — 

In fact, one of the citizen appraisers, 
former Mayor Emery Petersen, later 
admitted to having had doubts about 
the appraisal he signed. 

We certainly won’t fault Petersen 
and the other two citizens who 
appraised the building. Each is 
honest, knowledgeable in his own 
field and wcll-rcspcctcd in the 
community. But none of them is a 
qualincd appraiser. 

For that matter, neither are we. We 
can guess at the Q Bar's value, but 
hiring a professional is the only route 
to confiHcncc! ^ 

If the county officials had been on 
the ball, they would have followed 
that prudent course. It would have 
cost S2,000 to S3;000 -. a small price 

to take when thby resell the property. 

The Q Bar debacle shows that the 
Legislature needs to examine the law 
regarding, county land purchases. If 
county officials won't hire qualified 
.appraisers' on their own, maybe the 
law should require them to. 

,This year a new state law set 
. certification standards for professional 
appraisers. Applying those standards 
to county real estate purchases would 
be a simple matter.

• Why is Idaho growing when the national 
economy is hurting? 

The real reason is California residents 
and their businesses arc moving to Idaho. 

The economy of Southern California has 
Tallcn'ofTa^cIilT. Busihcsscs'arc moving'our 
of California at a steadily accelerating rate, 
jobs (both military and others) arc 
declining. Welfare recipients and 
-minoritics-urc moving in'.--:rrr:: — 

This has all hit home rather suddenly. As 
of July 1. 1991. California taxes were 
raised S7 billion and spending was trimmed 
an additional S7 billion. Tliis has greatly 
accelerated the taxpayer departure. Current 
estimates indicate that the new budget is 
,out of balance a further S7 billion and the 
numbers are getting worse.every month. 

Without action. I think their deficit could 
be S7 billion to SIO billion more. 


Southern California housing prices are 
off 20 percent-and the decline is ■ 
accelerating.

40. they have eliminated many classes, ami 
there is no financial .suppon for athletics. 

The problem for the national economy is 
wmewhat the same; there is too much debt 
to have much growth. Tlie only aVenue to 
an improved standard of living is getting 
our government lean and mean, which will 
help our busintsscs compete internal ionally 
and produce new jobs; near tenn we must 
accept slow growth and reduce our deficit 
over time. 

The .secret to economic vitality is 
succc-ssfully competing in the world 


economy; this mcanvlhat the most efncieiu 
country and the most effieieni regions 
within that country are going to prosper, i 
while .the others struggle. 

For Idaho, as' we have mori residents 
from California, who are used to many 
Mate services: we must be consianily 
vigilant lo educate them, that we Ixilieve 
we arc belter off in Idaho if wc; take care of 
ourselves. Growth in Idaho si'aie 
government, in particular, has iKcn - 
dramatic over the past three years. 

Instead of the One Percent Initiative.

T\rtN FALLS - As professors hired to 
teach the baby boom generation retire, Idaho

Idaho could have staff shortages, CSl

report say. . 

The report called, “Faculty Supply and 
.Demand. in. Idaho.’^fo^nd. that..Idaho-’s- 
foculty is swiftly shrinking os an aging stafl* 
retire. 


“We have somewhat of an aging faculty,” 
McyerhoclTcr said. - 

In the next 10 years, CSI could see a 
shortage, although currently the college has 
had ample applications for faculty positions, 
he said. 

CSI’s stair has had a good reputation of 
.Jongcyity,,but_that.samc.facuUy.is nearing, 
retiremimt, Meyerhoeffer said. 

The state report by Jerry Engstrom, 
.managementJnformation officer for.tbc 
Idaho Board of Education, predicts the 
shortage will drive up costs. 


The seeds of the shortage were sown in 
the 1960s when American higher education 
expanded rapidly as “baby boom” children 
entered college, the report says. 

“Now, 30 years later, the large mlmber of 
faculty hired in response to the baby boom 
increases is nearing retirement age,” the 
. report says.."Grcatly increased hiring in.thc. 
1960s, has led to a greater need for 
rcpracemcnt faculty in the 1990s."

TWIN FALLS — Traditionally, 
doctois have called the shots on whether' 
patients received treatment after it was 
clear they wouldn’t recover. 

That's changing fostJ 
< Now that sophisticated machinery can 
sustain life after a person can no longer 
think or even breathe' on his own, 
patients. are getting more involved in. 
dictating their own care, attorney- Paula 
Brown Sinclair of Twin Foils says. 

“Many people see the futility of being 
kept alive on.a machine when there is no', 
hope of recovery," said Sinclair, who' 
specializes in law for the elderly. 

It’s the patient’s decision, but only if 
he meets certain conditions under the 


terms of a new federal law and a state 
statute passed three years ago. 

It’s possible that a pcrson'who does 
not wont extraordinary means taken to 
preserve his life might be kept alive, by 
heroic measures unless he makes his 
wishes known to his doctor and to the 
hospital in writing and in advance., 

; To ensure their wishes are respected, 
Sinclair said, people must anticipate 
situations in which they may be unable to 
state their wishes - during a coma, for 
instance. 

Such “advanced directives" ore called 
living wills. 

- The federal government through the 
’ Patient Self-Determination Act of 1990 
/.requires that people receiving medical 
"care be told their right of “self- 
determination.” 


.Under that law, hospitals, nursing " 
homes and home-health companies must 
ask adult patients whether they have 
living wills. If they don't, they ore given 
a pamphlet that explains what they are, 
said Jamie Kelley-Kinyon, social service 
director of the Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center. 

The law was passed by Congress in the 
wake of the widely publicized Nancy 
Cruzan cose in Missouri. 

Cruzon was a comatose, tcnninally ill 
patient kept alive for eight years with 
medical equipment. She died three years 
ago after a judge.ruled comments she had 
made to friends before an automobile 
accident were proof that she would have 
wanted the equipment that kept her alive 
turned olT...

POCATELLO - A pair of Idaho scientists 
hope a three-dimensional picture of the 
Snake River Plain Aquifer will reveal some 
secrets . of the earth beneath' the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory. '

Curry and John Welhan, with 'technology - 
borrow ed from the oil, industry, will try to 
paint t 

What they find could be of intense 
interest to the Magic Valley. The aquifer, 
which flows beneath INEL and its buried 
radioactive waste, supplies a significant 
amount of ihc valley’s water for drinking 
and agriculture. 

U.S. Geological Survey-and Department , 
of Energy studies over the past 40 years 
have created a two-dimensional view of the 
aquifer that shows only the water tabic and 
the rote of ihovement, .sold Welhan, who 
teaches hydrogeology at ISU. . 

But aquifer, one of the nation’s most 
productive, is actually a system of separate 
aquifers, he said. The Snake River Plain is 
made up of altcmoling layers of ftaclured 
basalts from ancient lava flows separated by 
- sediment layers. 

Curry and Welhan believe that water in 
each layer moves through cracks in the ‘ 
basalt at different rates and is. separated 
from other layers by 'sedfroenis. 

By isolating each layer, they wjll be able 
' to determine the rate of rhovement in'ca'ch' 
layer, how groundwater interacts with the 
rock, changes in the natural water chemistry 
and how that chemistry affects contaminants 
and their transport in the water. 

The two, both members of the Idaho 
Geological Survey, will use a groundwater 
sampling device long used in the oil 
industry. The gadget has an opening and 
pump between two inflatable seals.

3all6ts will decide 
Sun Valley merger

■ SUN VALLEY -Tlic Sun Valley 
City Council has decided to pursue 
a merger with the independent Sun 
Valley Waicr and Sewer District. 

The council voied .1-0 on 
Tliursday to dircci the city staff to 
prepare the groundwork for a ciiy- 
wide referendum that will decide the 
issue. Councilman Joe Humphrey, a 
member of the Water aiid Sewer 
Distriel Board that opposes the 
merger, was oiii.of town on 
business. 

“I think there's money to be 
saved." said Councilman Dave 
Wilson, referring to a staff report 
indicating a cosi savings of S50.(XK) 
or more through joint 
administration. ' 

■*Wc need, to -save money for 
everyone in the city so that wc don't 
have to raise taxes in the fuiure." he 
said. 

A special resolution adopied by 
the Sun Valley Waicr and Sower 
DiMrici Bourd.on Tuesday opposes 
the consolidation, stating that "no.' 
appreciable savings" would result 
from dissolution of the district. 

The resolution ulsi^qucMioned the 
._eiiy*s.ab.iliiy.to.managc.t.he, water, 
and sewer facilities. Tlie.securiiy of 
bonds issued by the district could be 
imperiled, it slated. 

Merger talks between the two 
governmental bodies have broken 
off. 


Councilman Sieve Luber said ilie 
merger effort was not a commcnl on 
how the district was being run. but ■ 
an issue of “a multiplication of 
layers of government when we" 
should he looking at consolidating." 

Luber expressed dismay at the 
Water and Sewer Disliici's 
resolution. 

“I'm sorry that it's come lo ihc 
point where the organization is more 
impoHani than the people they arc 
serving." he said. 

“It looks like it's going lo be left 
lo the people to decide. It won't be 
simple because it won’t be friL'iiilly., 
and I'm sorry for that."

- c c il lect i o n - i n t he ci t y. Wood U iver— 
Rubbish requested the fee hike lo 
offset rate increases at the Blaine 
County Landfill.

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Endangered snail stirs up nest 
of trouble in southern Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - A tiny- 
' Miail wiih i\ shell of gold has 
^ disturbed .the' peace in the only place 
on the planet it calls home - a few 
acres of oasis in the desert of 
.. soulheni Utah. 

Auxiloma Kanab Enisis may have 
been around since prehistoric times, 
hut only lately has it piqued the 
pro,ieciiv;e.jnstincts_of.. Wildlife 
agents, the heartburn of a. local 
landowner and the gizzards of a 
•gaggle of gccsc. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
. and retiree Brandi ChiUI have been 
haggling over the Kanab Amber 
Snail since February iy9l. 

That was when Child found out his 
$400. ()()() investment in a patch of 
desert and three small lakes outside 
Kanab encompasseil the world's only 
Amber Snail habitat and could not t>e 
.used for the campground and golf 
course he envisioned. 

Negotiations, lamf appraisals and 
snail studies followed, and the ease 
dragged on i|iiietl\ iimil.lhis monih. 
when someone tiinied loose U1 geese 
and a large drake, known snail 
gobblers ah. t>n Chihl's lakes. 

"That stirred up a big Furor. I was 
• tlie otie th.it reportoil it. I knew if I 
didti'l they'd Ihitik I - was ati 
accomplice." Child said. 

■ FWS etnployecs scralehed their 
heads.- deciding First to shoot the 
birds, then abroplls cJiatiging their 
minds. The reasonsvary. 


Held supervisor, said he ordered the 
birds removed, not destroyed, 
immediately after hearing of plans to 
shoot them. 

But slate Division of Wildlife 
Resources officer Scott White said 
the removal idea came after he and a 
highway patrolman arrived to kill the 
birds and discovered they were 
domestic geese 

He said he notified the federal 
agency that domestic anintals w’ere 

out of his-jurisdiction. — 

’ Yet another version holds that 
White and Trooper Russell Whitaker 
decided not to shout the birds and 
left aficr rcpodcjrs from the .weekly 
Southern Utah News showed up to 
phoiogRiph the carnage. 

As it turned out. eight geese were- 
trapped and brought to the nearby 
Best Friends animal saneiiiary run by 
Faith Maloney. Two or three birds' 
remain at large. 

."Someone unknown released 10 
domestic geese onto the lake :ind two 
ducks." Maloney said. 

"The snails are what they eat. 
Variotis rumors are Hying around as 
to how the geese got there. Ntibody 
really kiiows." 

Maloney saiil she was approached 
by FWS biologist Larry Englaiul to 
lake the geese. 

"I agreed lo so they would not 
have io he destroyed. They eoiik! not 
sla'y there on the pomis. because of ‘ 
llioir penchant for the anil'tcr sipiils."

person who placed the. geese on.ihe.,^ 
lakes, particularly since the 
perpetrator, would. face a maximum - 
penally of a SSO.OOO fine, plus jail 
lime, for each snail ingested by n 
goose.

Wildlife officials have been to 
Maloney's place to examine goose 
droppings for snail shell fragments or 
other evidence. They found nothing. 

Child said he believes the birds 
wor^ lumped by some lociit resident 
who "'cither- wanted to attack the 
environmciilalisl idea of preserving 
endangered species or wanted to 
make a joke.** 

He suspects the latter. 

' Despite the scare. Johnson said ilie 
geese probably did not devour any 
snails since the wet meadows around 
the lake were frozen. Tiie snails slay., 
under the icc so the geese couldn't 
have gotten to them. 

Bui once again iherc'.s another 
version. 

ChiUI muiniatns the water hasn't 
been and isn't now frozen. Me said 
wildlife officers told him ilie snails 
were spared because they were 
hibernating. And he also claims the 
fugitive geese arc still foraging 
around his ponds. - - 

"It's interestrng*lhui the gcisc have 
to gtv.c up their habitation, so to 
speak.* for unolher'spccies. Once it 
goes over to habitation .of only the 
snail, everybody loses that beautiful 
recreation area and the snail has it*

Boise Stale University public law. professor 
Willard Overgoard in drafting the bill, he said. 

Each of Id^o’s universities and college ore 
run by presidents, who in turn, answer to the 
Bodrd of Education. Over the years, there 
have been proposals to create a centralized 


chancellonthip or to create a single University- 
of Idaho system with canlpuses scattered 
across the state. 

“ Otter, a House'meiriber during the early

Bouneed checks could get you in trouble

IDAHO FALLS (AF) - The car’s 
running, the baby’s crying and the 
last thing on your mind is recording 
the amount of the check you just 
wrote. 

So you rush-' out . of the 
supermarket, throw the milk and 
bread in the back scat and drive 
home to cook dinner for the family. 

The only problem is your spouse 
forgot to deposit a payroll chccjc last 
week and you haver^'t balanced the 
checkbook for months. 

Oops. You’re overdrawn. 

Americans bounce millions of 
checks each year, and their failure to 
keep tabs on their accounts'is 
-troublesome, expensive and some- 
times lands them in jail.' 

Most, bad checks, however, aren’t 
wriltcn'inicntionully. Galen Harris, 
owner of Check Guard, a collection , 
agency in Idaho Falls, said 70 percen* 
of the checks through his office arc 
the result of “honest mist akes.!! 


"Wc have u whole lot of people 
running around oul there that don’t 
know how to handle a checkbook 
bec'ause nobody ever taught them,” 
he said. “Wc do a lot of educating in 
here.” 

Harris said most people remember 
to enter their deposits, but forget to 
write down their withdrawals. 
Problems also arise when a husband 
and wife both write checks on a 
single account. "It's his'misiakc 
because she spent too much for 
groceries.” Harris quipped. 

, Writing bad checks also can be 
financially draining. Slate law allows 
mefehuhts to sue check boiincers for 
a minimum of SlOO or three limes 
the value of a check if they fail to 
make it good within a given lime. 

Collection 'agencies like Check 
Guard chufgc SI.*’ to recover a 
check, and bunks have similar fees. 
That means the cost of bouncing a 


and bread you just bought. 

Harris said the uvemge chock that 
comes through his office is for 
$20.50. "it’s cost prohibitive to write 
bad checks." he said. 

People who regularly bounce 
checks have trouble cashing Iheni. 
and may he unable to get a loan 
because of their poor financial 
record. “At a certain point, imisi 
banks report bud cheek writing 
habits to a collection agency and, 
‘ they report to the credit bureau." said 
Anne Mason, vice president o.f 


consumer sales and marketing for 
First Interstate Bank in Boise. 

If a customer regularly w’ritcs bad 
checks, a bank can cither extend a 
line of credit or cancel an accouni-so 
it can’t lx* overdrawn. Mas’qn said. ; 

Some check-cashing schemes arc 
more serious. People who write 
checks on closed accounts., use • 
fraudulent identification curds or 
write checks knowing that they don’t 
have any money arc guilty of a 
felony punishable by up to three 
years in jail and a S.'i.tKK) fine.

Julitf Andersen’s husband, a pilot, is rarely 
home on weekends. So if the couple wants 
to enienain. they have to do it during the 
week. 

Cooking Cor friends is no problem for An- 
dersen. who teaches cooking classes. Even 
when she was a full-time legal secretary, she' 
found she could entertain easily on weekday 
evenings. 

Her secret'.' Organization. 

“I break down into lists what I do each 
night before the party. Then I can cross 
things off and it makes me feel good." she 

bf course, many of the techniques for 
Monday through Thursday entertaining can 
make weekend enicrtaining easier, loo. as 
Mjchelle Urs'aier can testify. Urvaier. author 
of the "Monday to Friday Cookbook" 
(W«irkman. 1991). offered a number of tips 
on entertaining that may prove u.seful. espe- 
,-cially at this time of-year. 

Take her advice on assuming the proper 
attitude; 

"When having people over for dinner, 
don't think you have to impre.ss your 
guests." UiA'aicr says. "Tliat you have 


opened your home is enough." 

She suggesus you, lake the basic elements 
of an. economical everyday meal. — 'protem. 
starch, vegetable and dessert — and simply 
spread them but over four or piore courses. 

"Then you can gussy up that weektiighl 
meal to make it look grand." she says. 

For .example, you might present rala- 
louillo. p cold tomato and eggplant dish, on 
a pretty plate as a first course. Tliis could be 
followed by a salad, then a pasta dish and a 
bakery dessert. If you wish, you could add a 
cheese course instead of or just before 
de.ssen. You also could serve a sjorelmught 
sorbet between the appetizer and main 
course to make the meal seem more lavish. 

But don’t get curried away. "Tlie focus is 
on the conversation and your compruiy. 
TTiat’s what’s important." she says., 

- Of course, the best w:iy to m:ike entertain- 
ing — weeknight or'any night — easier is lo 
plan ahead. "Tlie less you have to think 
alxjut on tile evenirig of your party, the liei- 
tcr," says Cynihiu Cariseo, co-owner of An 
-Ari'air-toRemembcr.-a-full-scrvicc calerer-iju. 
Florida who keeps health in mind when cre- 
ating menus. "You want to lie relaxed ami 
not running all over the place." 

Plan to shop over the wcekemi or two 
days lieforo your party. You can servo dish-

cs you make ahead or slick with ones you 
prepare the night of your soiree. But the best 
route is a combination of both. 

Andersen particularly likes to do dishes 
she can prepare ahead, "1 never do a stir-fry 
because I don’t want to bc-slaiiding over ihe 
stove wlien niy guests are here." she .says. 

■ But if Andersen doesn't gel uround~fd' 
cooking llial . or sumcihing else ahe^ of 
time, she finds that pasta is quick and filling. 
"Serve it with 'salad, bread and a decadent 

dessert and you’re done." she says. 

Although you can end 'the meat with a' 
dessert .from the bakery. Andersen prefers to 
create her own. .She makes a 9-ineh cheese- 
cake recipe but hakes i(, in two 7-inch 
spriiigfonn pans so site cun serve one to 


guests and freeze the other for iaicr. 

"If- I make' a big cheesecake 1 end up’ 
throwing part of it away or cating.it every 
night and'gaining 10 pop'nds," she says, "so 
i make smaller ones I can use at 'different 
times." ' 

Bei^jdes cooking the day before.-the ex- 
perts suggest you set the table a day earlier. 

. Always use nice linens to add to the festive 
mood, Urvaier says. But here again, simplic- 
ity is the key. 

“When entertaining friends, your table- 
ware doe.snT have to be inordinately expen- 
sive or your table look like it is out of a 
magazine.", says Jan Sapp, owner 6f A Sa- 
vory Affaire in Coraj Springs. Flu. She sug-. 
gests fresh flowers or a fruit centerpiece. 
The latter is not only pretty. but economical 
— the fruit can be euien with a 'cheese* 
_course,ihai.sub.stiiutcs_for_dessert._UrY;]icr. 
says, 

Urvaier also likes to use vegetables us u 
focus for her table. Purple broccoli is u fa- 
vorite. “It looks stunning as a centerpiece

flowers, which are very expensive and wilt." 

You cun do individual place .settings or. to 
save lime, serve the meal homestyle from 
the kitchen counter, letting guests fill their 


plates and pick up their own silverware. 

If yoif can cook the meal m the same dish- 
es you serve them in. you'll save on 
cleanup. But if not. it may be easier to fill 
guests’ plates in the kitchen to avoid getting 
planers diny.- 

. Or for something like a roast with vegeia- 
bics cooked in a large roasting pan. s«rve 
straight from the pan. Just garnish the sliced 
meal and vcgciiibles wiih a bright bunch ol 
waicrcre.ss. Urvaier says. 

Ollier garnishes ihal will dress up the sim- 
plest meal include parsley and lemon with 
fish or orange with parsley any place you 
need a "splash of color." 

"Anything that adds interest to a plate will 
work. Whatever catches your eye is fine,"

There are no mills in Idaho that produce 
unbleached flour for human consumption, 
said Reuben Miller, manager of Camas 
Grain. So wheat from the high prairie is 
hauled to mills in California and in Utah, 
then the flour is shipped back to Fairfield. 

That may seem like a lot of trouble to_ 
supply Fairfield withTInblcachecl pure wheat 
'flbur.' but local residents have come' to 
demand it, and. as word spreads, the demand 
has grown. 

“I don’t buy any' other kind of flour,” 
customer Shirley Simon, a Fairfield resident, 
said.
